DISAGREEMENTS. 

•  II.  Universalistsand  Unitariansdtsogres  respecting  the 
extent  of  the  freedom  of  the  human  will. 

The  nature  and  character  of  ike  different  views  enter¬ 
tained  by  the  two  denominations,  concerning  the  liberty 
of  the  will;  appear  perhaps  more  distinctly  from  their 
opinions  of  the  results  of  its  exercise,  than  from  the  terms 
they  employ  to  express  their  ideas  of  moral  freedom.  It 
is  admitted  hy  all,  that  God  is  the  true  and  only  rightful 
governor  of  the  moral  universe.  The  Uni  versalist  there¬ 
fore  believes,  that  in  his  own  time,  the  Deity  will  control 
the  perverse  will  of  man,  by  moral  means  and  influences, 
and  eminently  simple  and  certain,  in  their  operation,  as 
those  with  which  he  governs  the  physical  world.  He 
knows,  and  all  others  admit,  that  unbelievers  and  trans¬ 
gressors  are  oflen  brought  to  submit  their  wills  to  the 
will  of  God — not  by  a  felt  compulsion,  but  hy  the  inflii-| 
eoce  of  motives,  inspired  by  the  power  of  truth.  And  i 
he  argues,  that  the  same,  or  similar  influences  will  be-  ’ 
come  effectual  in  subduing  the  most  perverse  and  in-| 
tractable  will  to  an  entire  conformity  to  the  will  of  the  I 
Deity.  On  no  other  principle,  can  he  conceive  of  strict  j 
propriety,  in  calling  God  the  moral  Governor  of  the  j 
universe.  | 

Unitarians  on  the  other  band,  appear  to  hold,  that  as 
the  sinner  resists  the  instructions  and  the  force  ff  trti^,  j 
and  the  overtures  of  grace  in  this  world  ;  so  for  the  same  . 
reason,  and  with  equal  certainty,  he  may  forever  con¬ 
tinue  to  resist  the  will  of  God.  We  may  not  distinctly  I 
understand  what  they  do  mean,  in  all  cases,  but  the  most  j 
obvious  import  of  the  phraseology  which  they  employ 
on  this  subject,  leads  us  to  conclude,  that  they  would 
perpetuate  the  indcpendetice  of  the  human  will  through 
all  the  periods  of  eternity ;  and  that  it  may  forever  frus¬ 
trate  the  will  of  the  Creator.  This  view  is  certainly 
maintained  by  those,  who  less  guarded  perhaps  than  oth¬ 
ers,  assert,  that  even  those  of  the  redeemed  and  who 
have  entered  upon  the  bliss  of  itninortality,  may  in  the 
exercise  of  their,own  liberty,  become  dis.iffected,  and 
therefore  like  Milton's  angels,  sin,  and  be  cast  down  to 
perdition— being  like  all  the  rest  of  the  wicked,  free  to 
repent,  return  and  find  acceptance  with  God. 

With  such  views,  Universalists  have  no  sympathy. — 
They  regard  them  as  a  denial  of  i!ie  moral  omnipotence 
of  the  Godhead,  and  as  undeifying  the  Deity.  And  they 
consider  the  doctrine  of  the  eternal  alternations  of  sin 
and  holiness,  of  happiness  and  misery,  in  the  self-deter¬ 
mined  destiny  of  man,  about  as  reasonable  and  no  better 
sustained,  than  the  opinion  of  the  Jews  in  our  Saviour’s 
time,  |hat  the  resurrection  consisted  in  the  birth  of  an 
old  soul  in  a  new  body.  At  all  events,  like  other  forms 
of  Arminianism,  such  views  throw  every  thing  in  the 
great  affair  of  human  destiny,  into  utter  uncertainty.— 
For  according  to  llieoi,  God.is  by  no  taeaoa  certain  of 


attaining  and  accompliaiiing  his  revealed  piirpoees  ;  11 
hence  all  reliance  on  rovelation  is  nugatory — ^apdoo  maa'j 
can  feel  assured  af  the  stability  of  his  salvation  even  ie  || 
eternity.  On  these  principles,  it  would  seem  that  hope 
must  languish,  if  it  did  not  expire. 

The  following  will  show  the  general  sentimenla  of  the 
two  denominations,  concerning  the  will. 

“  We  have  within  us  a  higher  force  than  all  the ! 
forces  of  material  nature,  a  power  of  will  which 
can  adhere  to  duty  and  to  God  in  opposition  to  all  | 
the  might  oi  the  elements,  and  all  the  malignity  of  ' 
earth  or  hell.  We  have  thoughts,  ideas,  which  do  ji 
not  come  from  matter,  the  Ideas  of  the  InGniie,  the  1 
Everlasting,  the  Immutable,  the  Perfect.  Living  : 
amidst  the  frail,  the  limited,  the  changing,  we  rise  j 
to  the  thought  of  Unbounded,  Eternal,  Almighty  | 
Goodness.  Nor  is  this  all.  While  matter  obeys  I 
mechanical  and  inesistible  laws,  and  is  bound  by 
an  unrelenting  necessity  to  the  same  fixed,  unvary-  . 
ing  movements,  we  feels  to  be  free.  We  have 
power  over  ourselves,  over  thought  and  desire,  pow¬ 
er  to  couform  ourselves  to  a  law  written  on  our 
hearts,  and  power  to  resist  this  law." — [Channing’s 
dis.  at  the  dedication  of  ch.  in  Newport,  R.  I. — 
Works  vol.  4,  p.  322. 

In  the  above  eitract,  there  is  not  an  intimation  that 
energy  of  the  human  will,  can  be  relaxed.  And  we  shall 
see,  in  another  place,  that  the  statement  of  this  ieUexi- 
biliiy  was  deliberate  and  intentional;  as  a  basis  on  which 
to  build  results. 

Rev.  Geo.  Rogers  probably  expresses  the  views  of 
Universalists  as  distinctly  and  correctly  as  any  writer,  in 
the  following  instance. 

‘‘The  government  of  God  which  exercises  over 
us,  is  not  direct  and  compulsory,  but  moral ;  it  con¬ 
sists  iu  his  employing  inducements,  as  exhortaiious, 
promises,  rewards,  dee.,  for  the  purpose  of  infiueuc- 
ing  our  toills ;  and  so  entirely  is  our  free  consent 
engaged  in  the  performance  of  the  parts  assigned 
j  us,  that  we  are  little  aware  of  the  absolute  domin- 
I  ion  which  God  is  exercisingover  us;  we  are  aware 
{ indeed,  that  motives  govern  us,  but  we  seldom  in- 
I  quire  who  governs  motives?  Consistently  with 
I  the  motives  of  free  agency,  it  is  difficult,  indeed, 

I  impossible,  to  understand  the  thousand  nromises 
I  with  which  the  Scriptures  abound,  of  what  God 
I  will  do  in,  and  for,  the  parties  to  whom  those  prom- 
I  ises  relate;  fur  there  is  necessarily  implied  therein, 
j  an  interference  with  the  freedom  of  the  will." — 
j  Pro  and  Con,  pp.  293,  294.

I  ci.sely  that  in  which  others  would  convey  their  ideas — 

'  but  from  the  manner  in  which  the  author  has  illustrated 
'  lii.s  meaning  in  the  subsequent  paragraph,  it  appears,  that 
;  by  "  free  agency,”  or  ‘‘  freedom  of  the  will,”  he  refers 
>  to  that  species  of  supposed  liberty,  which  claims  the  pos- 
^se.ssion  of  a  self-determining  power,  irrespective  of  mo- 
j  tire  influences.  And  this  would  be  naturally  inferred 
from  the  first  sentence  of  the  above  quotation.  It  may 
.  be  very  safely  stated,  therefore,  that  while  Universalists 
'  deny  the  independent  liberty  of  the  human  will — deny 
its  capacity  to  forever  resist  the  motives  to  obedience, 
which  the  Deity  will  continually  present  for  its  accept- 
;  aucc ;  still  as  a  denomination,  they  believe,  that  man  al- 
^  ways  does,  and  always  will,  freely  choose  and  freely  act 
I  upon  his  voluntary  preferences. 

The  doctrine  of  absolute  necessity,  has  been  maintain¬ 
ed  by  a  few  English  Unitarians,  as  well  as  eome  Ameri- 
I  can  Uoiveri^lists.  Of  the  former.  Dr.  Priesiley  ha.o  pro¬ 
bably  labored  the  subject  more  fully  and  more  profound¬ 
ly,  in  his  '*  Dissertation!  on  Matter  and  Spirit,”  other¬ 
wise  called  the  doctrine  of  “  Philosophical  Necessity,” 

:  than  any  other  writer  of  that  class  of  Christians.  Rev. 
H.  Ballon,  ill  his  “  Treaiise  on  Atonement,”  and  in 
several  other  oceasioual  essays,  has  labored  me  same  gen.
